WORTH’ •« OPENING. 

Tke fail meeting of the Worth Jockey Club opeaed 
most auspiciously yesterday, the weather beiuK al- 
■ost ideal for raciufr pnri>oses. A crowd that filled 
every available space of the grand staad and the 
steps in front was present and witnessed a good 
day’s sport. To the surprise of everyone present 
the track had dried out considerably, the horses 
throwing dust from their heels throughout the 
afternoon. With good weather in the next two 
days the [course can be brought into excellent 
shape. 

The feature race of the day was the Flyaway 
Handicap, a sweepstakes for all ages at six fur- 
longs, with $1,000 added. Of the eleven scheduled 
to start five were scratched, but the adding of 
Leviathan and Corinne Unland at the last moment 
sent a field of seven to the post, Waswift was made 
a prime favorite and rewarded the confidence placed 
in him by his money backers by beating the light- 
weighted Leviathan in an exciting finish. Waswift 
led by a good margin until well straightened for 
home, where Leviathan moved upon him, the two 
fighting it out to the wire. Waswift won hand rid- 
den by a head, while Leviathan beat Gregor K. two 
and a half lengths for second place. Waswift held 
Leviathan safe all through the last sixteenth. 
Gregor K. ran an excellent race at the weights, but 
tired i>erceptibly when called on in the last sixteenth 
for a final effort. C. B. Campbell ceased to be a 
serious conteuder when entering the last eighth. 
Corinne Dnland was never in the hunt, although 
the medium of a plunge by a “wise” few. Waina- 
moinen, all entangled at the start, did not have a 
chance after Ae got well into her stride and was 
beaten off. Joe Martin acted sourly at the post and 
refused to break. 

Flying Torpeao had no trouble whatever in land- 
ing the purse of the third race, a dash of one and 
one-sixteenth miles for three-year-olds and upward. 
Ed Adack led on sufferance for the first seven fur- 
longs. where Birkenruth called on Flying Torpedo, 
which shot to the front with ease and simply can- 
tered home. He won by one length from Little 
Elkin, which beat Bragg three and a half lengths 
for second place. Little Elkin was much the best 
of the others at the weights. He finished resolute- 
ly. Bragg made up ground steadily after the first 
six furlongs had been run. Ed Adack was thor- 
oughly spent after entering the last quarter. He 
has probably had too much of it of late. 

Vhe day’s first race, a dash of six furlongs for 
three-year-olds and upward, proved to be an easy 
thing for Echo Dale, just here from St. Louis. l^He 
led from start to finish and won in a canter by four 
lengths from Dodie S., which beat Brownie Ander- 
son one and one-half for second place. Dodie S. 
began slowly, but moved up fast after the first half 
mile had been run and finished strongly. Brownie 
Anderson faltered perceptibly in the closing strides. 
The race should do her much good, as she had not 
started in some time. Annu showed much speed 
for five furlongs, but fell away badly beaten when 
the deciding action came in the last sixteenth. 

Americano, carrying top weight, simply ran away 
with the purse in the second race, a five furlongs 
scramble for two-year-olds. Mistie led by a short 
margin for the first quarter, where Americano 
passed into the lead in a stride and was never after- 
ward headed, winning easily by two lengths from 
The Don, which beat Foxy Kane one and a half 
lengths for second place. The Don finished fast 
and was much the best of the others. Foxy Kane 
got into his stride slowly, but made up ground 
steadily in the last quarter. Philo was carried out 
by Mistie when turning for home, losing ground, or 
otherwise she would have been closer up at the 
finish. Mistie showed speed, but swung wide when 
turning for home, which practically threw her out 
of the ra.^e. 

Jack Demnnd won the fifth race, a dash of one 
mile for all ages, in a canter. His easy victory was 



due, however, to a bad start given to Flocarline, j 
which was virtually left at the post. He won by 
three and a half lengths from Flocarline, which 
beat Pericles one for second place. The winner led 
all the way and never left the result in doubt. Flo- 
carline made up much ground throughout and fin- 
ished strongly. She would probably have won with 
an even break. 

The last race, a dash of one and one-eighth miles, 
went to Obstinate Simon, which beat Wing Dance 
a half length with Barrack a fair third. Hub 
Prather showed much speed for seven furlongs, but 
tired fast when the pinch came. 

The track was drying out fast, but will be slow at 
its best today. The betting was spirited and heavy 
throughout the day.

MAJOR OAINOERFIELO. 

“C. F. Draper bought the Handspring— Mon Droit 
three-year-old Major Daingerfield, the winner; 
under the popular colors of Gen. F. C. McLewee 
of Brooklyn and James Brady of this city, of the 
Tidal and Realization Stakes, the Brooklyn Derby 
and the Annual Champion race at the McLewee- 
Brady sale at Gravesend Saturday purely on the 
impulse of the moment,” says Daily America of 
Monday. “He made the purchase because the early- 
bidding indicated that the big black three-year- 
old was likely to go at a sacrifice, and without any 
intention of training and racing him. Mr. Draper 
knew that the injury on the knee which the colt 
got in the running of the Annual Champion race 



was superficial, but realized it might prevent many 
horsemen who would have liked to own a sound 
Major Daingerfield from bidding. 

‘ The colt is accordingly for sale and Mr, Draper 
has received several offers, each of a considerable 
advance over the purchase price. He has not de* 
cided to accept any of these yet, because be believes 
by holding out a bit, he can get nearly, if not quite, 
twice as much as $10,100. 

“One of the offers, it is said, was from Matt Allen, 
the man who developed Major Daingerfield and 
trained him for his great races this year. If Mr. 
Allen buys the colt he will go to England with the 
Tennessee turfman. Mr. Allen has always thought 
a lot of Major Daingerfield and said several days 
before the sale that ha might bid on him. He 
believes the big black to be the best three-year-old 
over a distance of ground the current season has 
produced and thinks he would prove particularly 
useful in England, where distance races, rather 
than sprints, are featured. 

“Louis V. Bell, who has always been particularly 
fond of distance races, is said to be one of the other 
men who has offered to take Mr. Draper’s purchase 
off his hands, Mr. Bell has already in Hermis and 
Colonel Hill two of tbo best thxoe-y ear-olds of the 
year, but he is not averse to strengthening his 
string. 

“As between Mr. Bell and Mr. Allen metropolitan 
turf patrons prefer Mr, Bell as Major Daingerfield’s 
future owner, not that Mr. Allen is unpopular, but 
because if he got the colt we would lose him. 

“Mr. Bell has no ambition to shine on the British 
turf and ymnld keep Major Daingerfield in this 
country to run next year in races like the Handicap 
and the Advance, the Annual Champion and Cen- 
tury Stakes, the Morris Park weight-for age race 
and the Saratoga and Brighton cups. Major Dain- 
gerfield’s glossy black coat would look well under 
Mr. Bell’s cherry and orange jacket. 

“General McLewee said yesterday that there was 
absolutely no truth in the story that Mr. Draper 
had acLed for him in the purchase of Major Dainger- 
field. ‘If,’ said the General, ‘I had wanted to get 
the colt I should have bid on him myself. It is not 
my way to have another man act for me. I did not 
know that Mr, Draper was going to attena the sale 
until I reached the track and found him there. I 
told him when Major Daingerfield was knocked 
down that he had got a cheap horse and^e said he 
knew it. I asked him what bis plans were and he 
said he hadn’t any. He bought Major Daingerfield 
and Fair Rosalind, Gold Heels’ full sister, purely 
on speculation, I believe. He ought to get good 
prices for them both. Fair Rosalind is really a 
good filly, but has not shown anything this year be- 
cause Mr. Allen has not hurried her. His experi- 
ence with Gold Heels convinced him that the sons 
and daughters of The Bard were better for not 
being hurried. She will make A great three-year- 
old. 

“ ‘I hear that Mr. Draper has had several tlatter- 
ing offers for Major Daingerfield, but I do not know 
whence they came. The Handspring colt ought to 
remain in Mr. Allen’s hands. I would like to see 
Mr. Allen buy him and take him to England, not 
because I want the colt out of this country, but be- 
cause I believe that under Mr. Allen’s management 
be would make as much of a reputation in England 
as he has here. There are few horses anywhere 
capable of staying longer than Major Daingerfield.’ 

“ General McLewee reiterated his statement that 
he was out of racing. Ho said ho might return to 
the game in the course of three or four years, but 
not sooner, 

“It would be better for the racing game in these 
parts if Mr. Draper kept Major Daingerfield and 
i Fair Rosalind himself and raced them. If Mr. Bell 
i should get the colt he would have the four-year-old 
I market of next season cornered. Metropolitan turf 
' patrons would not have a fair chance of seeing

what he could do to the Hermence and Wagner 
colts or what they could do to him. Mr. Draper is 
an occasional patron of the races in a casual way, 
but in no sense a regular. He affects the trotters 
and has owned several good ones. He is a banker 
and broker of prominence in Wall street and could 
well afford to own a racing stable. Perhaps Gen. 
McLewee, who knows Mr. Draper very well, may 
persuade him to keep the colt and race him. So 
long as he lives the Handspring colt will he eligible 
for the Century and Annual Champion races, and if 
he should win either of them next year he would 
more than pay his cost price and the expense of 
. maintenance.”

Investigation disclosed 
the fact that carelessness in adjusting the riding 
equipage on the horse was responsible for the loss 
of several pieces of lead out of the pockets of the 
lead pad. Trainer bpeirs was fined $10 by the judges 
for not supervising more closely the saddling of 
the horse. Had the shortage been two pounds or 
over the judges would have had no alternative 
under the rules of the Western Jockey Club but to 
disqualify Americano.

Of two-year-olds that have recently given indica- 
tions that they are about ready to score winning 
brackets over the New York tracks, Morning Tele- 
graph of Monday says: 

“Two-year-olds last week furnished a more than 
usual fruitful list of happenings of all sorts calcu- 
lated to affect results iu the near future. In the 
large fields that h«ve faced starter Pettingill at 
Qravesend accidents, crowding and adverse racing 
luck have been inevitable, and close observers will 
note such occurences for reference when the occa- 
sion arises. 

‘ Fire Eater only lost Monday’s race with Incn- 
bator and Boutonniere by his jockey’s poor hand- 
ling, But in the Prospect Handicap on Saturday 
the Belmont colt got away poorly. He should show 
to advantage at Westchester in his class. 

“Joe Cobb’s first race of the week was poor, but 
his effort of Friday at a mile and a sixteenth was 
an impressive effort, when he finished at Home- 
stead’s head. This youngster will be held in re- 
spect in races over a route. 

“Sheriff Bell, the western youngster, showed by 
Tuesday’s hurricane finish with Claude that he 
was due to win, and his strong second on Saturday 
to Right and True further strengthens this convic- 
tion. The colt is a slow beginner, and is running on 
while others are stopping. 

“The Madden filly, Witfull, is also treading on 
the heels of a bracket, and she ought to leave the 
maiden ranks any day. Her third of Monday to 
Claude and Sheriff Bell was an impressive effort, 
as she was finishing strongly, having come from 
away back. This filly appears to like a route. 

“Lord Turco showed winning form, but on Satur- 
day the colt tired badly when well np and seeming 
to have a mortgage on second place. 

“Scoffer’s two races of the week, on Tuesday and 
Thursday, both indicate a return to his Saratoga 
form, and this colt will do to watch in his class. 
Wyofield, at 200 to 1 on Tuesday, got away badly 
and was never in it with a stable boy np. On Fri- 
day, O’Connor up, and backed, this colt showed 
speed and lasting qualities that landed him in 
third place. 

“Rudyard, the two-year-old in the Qnffin stable, 
made bis second appearance at Gravesend on Wed- 
nesday, but was not backed as at his first essay. 
His performance with Meade np was a poor one, 
but for all that he will do to bear in mind, as bis 
work has been gocd. 

“Albany Girl, the maiden filly in Holland’s stable 
showed a fair fourth on Wednesday that looks as if 
she is improving. Her owner thinks highly of this 
filly, as her work with W. R. Condon has been gilt- 
edged. 

“The Belmont colt. Oarsman, made his turf debut 
on Wednesday. The son of Hasticgs— Ortegal was 
beaten by Earl of Warwick, but fourteen others 
were behind him at the end. For a maiden effort 
and ridden by an apprentice jockey, the colt’s race 
was an impressive one. 

“Barkelmore and Guy Park were also close up in 
this race, the latter after interference that lost him 
a lot of ground. Damon, Sweet Jane and Fair Lass 
also closed big gaps on the same occasion that will 
do to bear in mind when they next face the starter. 

“ Phaon’s two races last week, his first essays on 
the turf, stamp the Oneck youngster as one worth 
watching. Ha ran as if short at bis debut on 
Wednesday, but Friday’s strong second to Ponca was 
a revelation. In another jump or two he would 
have left the maiden ranks. 

“ Ringdove’s third on Saturday showed a second 
good performance of the week for the Keene youog- 
ster. Florham Queen, at lOO to 1, also made a fav- 
orable impression, as did Barkelmore for the sec- 
ond time last week. Michaelmas, in the same race 
showed speed, but ran as if short, while Albany 
Girl ran another fair race. The performances of 
all these youngsters at Westchester will be noted 
with interest.”

“A large crow'd assembled at the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation race track last Monday to witness a number 
of trial races between some of the many yearlings 
now in training here. The most sensational per- 
formance of the day was s:ored by the brown filly 
by Belvidere— St. Veronica, by The 111 Used, owned 
by J. E. McDonald, New York City. With 119 
pounds up, she ran a quarter in 22^ seconds, beat- 
ing by two lengths and a half Dr. R. Bryan’s chest, 
not filly by Faverdale— Ethelinda, by Favor, timed 
separately in 23} seconds, with 112 pounds up. The 
next race was between the bay filly by Badge— 
Heliopolis, by Sir Modred, and the chestnut filly 
by Kingston— Sultaness, by St, Blaise, both owned 
by J. E. McDouald. The former won by a half 
length, running the quarter in 231 seconds. Each 
bad 115 pounds op. Then followed a quarter of a 
mile dash between J. E. McDonald’s bay colt by 
Badge— Sea Food, by Powhattan, and W. E. Apple- 
gate’s brown colt by St. Florian— Volma, by Vol- 
ante, the latter carrying lU to the former’s 108 
pounds. The Badge colt won by four lengths in 
23} seconds, the last eighth being run in 11} sec- 
onds,” says The Thoroughbred Record. 

“The next race at a quarter of a mile found the 
victor iu J, £. McDonald’s bay colt by Badge- 



White Seal, with 119 pounds up, by a neck, in a 
furious drive with W. E. Applegate’s colt by St. 
Florian — Ever, with 128 pounds up, time 24 seconds. 
The McDonald pair, a chestnut filly by St. Florian 
— Japonica, and a brown filly by Badge— Lady 
Algy, then ran a quarter in 24 second, the former 
winning by a head. With the exception of the 
Faverdale filly, owned by Dr. Bryan, all of these 
youngsters are in the stable of ‘Jack’ Baker, a 
brother to R. L. Baker, one of the owners of the 
noted Kingston Stud.”
